Dr. Franklin C. Fry Tells 


10,000 at Reformation 
Day Service Christiani-, 
ty Is Not Dependent on 
Political Systems. 


Evangelical Christianity, spring- 
ing from the ‘Protestant Reforma- 
tion, was the seed bed of democ- 
racy, the Rev. Dr. Franklin Clark 
Fry of New York told an audi- 
ence of about 10,000 persons last 


night at the fifth annual Refor- 
mation day service at Kiel Audi- 
torium, 


Sponsored by the Metropolitan 
Church Federation of St. Louis, 
the service commemorated the 
432nd anniversary of the start of 
the Reformation movement when 
Martin Luther nailed his 95 theses 
to the Cathedral door in Witten- 
berg, Germany. 

A similar service, attended by 
approximately 8000 persons in the 
same convention hall of Kiel Audi- 
torium, was held yesterday after- 
noon under the sponsorship of the 
Lutheran Pubilicity Organization. 
The Rev. Rudoph 8S. Ressmeyer of 
Baltimore, Md., was the principal 
speaker, : 

“Sickle Edging Way Into Tent.” 

The Rev. Mr. Ressmeyer as- 
serted spiritual Mberty had been 
restored to mankind by -God 
working through Martin Luther 
wnose principles became the funda- 
mental principles of America. But 
he warned that those principles 
are presently in danger from in- 
sidious forces loose in the world. 
« “Some do not see the point of 
the sickle edging its way into the 
tent,” he said. 

A dramatization of Reformation 
scenes opened last night’s meet- 
ing. A series of tableaux showed 
Luther nailing the theses to the 
church door, John Wycliffe trans- 
lating the Bible. from Latin into 
English, John Huss being burned 
at the stake for his heresies and 
finally a reproduction with living 
figures of the Geneva monument 
to the heroes of the Reformation. 
“While a massed dhorus of 1500 
sang Lather’s “A Mighty Fortress 
Is Our God,” several hundred 
ministers, ¥.M.C.A, and Y.W.C.A. 
secretaries, teachers and princi-

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professors and students from Eden 
Theological Seminary proceeded to 
their seats flanking the stage. 

* The Rev. Dr, Fry, though insist- 
ing that Christian democracy is 
a direct result of the Protestant 
Reformation, warnéd what 
he called the fallacy of thinking 
Evangelical Christianity con- 
sciously existed ,to produce any 
particular political system. 

Pri Purpose of Church. 

“ “The Christian Church can 
have but one primary and ruling 
purpose which is the one given 
it by God,” he said. “That is to 
raise all men to the stature of 
sons of God.” 

Another fallacy, he said, was the 
belief that democracy is indispens- 
able to the Church’s § survival. 
“Christians need never descend to 
the panic of thinking that the 
Kingdom of God is dependent on 
any one form of social organiza- 
tion, or, indeed, that any type of 
government can do more for 
Cristianity than to provide a 
favorable climate,” he said. 

President of the United Luther- 
an Church of America and vice 
president of the World Council of 
Churches, the Rev. Dr. Fry cited 
history and geography to prove 
his contention that Evangelical 
Christianity was the natural pre- 
cusor of democracy. 

“Remember,” he said, “that 
more than two thirds of the earth’s 
crust is inhabited by people who 
profess a pagan religion. Is it not

TAGLIAVINI WINS 
ON APPEAL, RULED 
NOT FATHER OF GIRL 


Appellate Division Calls 
Mother’s Testimony ‘Un- 
worthy of Belief.’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP)— 


The appellate division ruled unan- 
mously today that Ferruccio 
Tagliavini, Metropolitan Opera 
tenor, is not the father of a 
daughter born to 28-year-old Mary 
Phillips of Laconia, N. H. 

The division thus reversed a 
ruling by the court of special 
sessions which last March named 
him as the father of a child born 
to Miss Phillips Oct. 5, 1947. Tagli- 
avini was ordered then to pay 
the mother $25 a week for the 
support of the infant, plus coun- 
sel fees. 

The appellate division character- 
ized Miss Phillips's testimony as 
“unworthy of belief.” It added: 
“The courts have frequently laid 
down the rule that in an action 
of this kind, in which the charge 
is so easy to make and so diffi- 
cult to defend, the evidence re- 
quired to sustain an order of filia- 
tion ; should be ‘entriely satisfac- 

Tagliavini, who is married to 
Pia Tassinari, a Metropolitan 
soprano, is known in Europe and 
South America as the “Little Ca- 
ruso.” 

The young woman, also a sing- 
er and an opera enthusiast, said 
she first met Tagliavini backstage 
at the Philadelphia Opera House 
in December 1946. Tagliavini tes- 
tified at the trial that he never 
had been intimate with his ac- 
cuser.

Coldest Halloween Since 1925 
In Prospect; Spooks May Shiver 


Spooks and hobgoblins should 

be warmly bundled for their 
forays tonight, with the coldest 
Halloween in prospect’ since 
1925. 
The cold snap which hit St. 
Louis today was expected to con- 
tinue tonight, the temperature 
dropping even below the 30 de- 
grees registered this morning, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
said. In 1925 it was 28 on Hal- 
loween, three degrees above the 
coldest on record—25 in 1873. 

Today was the coldest this year 
since last March 19, when the 
temperature was 28 degrees. It 
brought the city’s first general 
killing frost, although there was 
a killing frost in parts of St. Louis 
county last Thursday. 

Motorists on Sunday drives in 
the country recently have noticed 
less of the brilliant fall coloring of 
leaves than in other years. Shaw’s 
Garden experts said the phenom- 
enon had no simple explanation,, 
since many factors were involved, 


like temperature, rainfall, time of 


é 


the first frost and condition of 
trees. 

Meterologist Wahlgren attribut- 
ed the relative lack of coloring as 
possibly due to a warm and dry 
August, followed by the heavy 
rains of September and October. 
More than 11 inches of rain fell 
in the two months, five inches 
above normal. 

October this year was not only 
much wetter than usual, but also 
somewhat milder. Mean tempera- 
ture was 61.4 degrees, 2.6 degrees 
above normal. The month, how- 
ever, established no record for 
mildness—two years ago the mean 
was 67.2 degrees. 

Rainfall for the month totaled 
6.47 inches, compared with a nor- 
mal of 2.72, and brought precipita- 
tion for the year so far to 42.24 
inches. This is about 10 inches 
more than normal for the first 10 
months — 32.4 inches. Wettest 
month on record was back in 1847, 
when 8.74 inches fell, and the 


driest was in 1908, with a fifth of 
inch,

PARIS, Oct. 31.—Western Eur- 
ope today was “requested” by the 
United States to complete its plans 
for the integration of its 19 differ- 
ent national economies by early 
next year under implied threat 
that failure to do so would mean 
the end of Marshall plan aid on 
the present scale. 

The request was made by Paul 
G. Hoffman, chief ef the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion, at a meeting of the Council 
of the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation here. The 
OEEC helps administer European 
Recovery Program aid. 

“Early next year,” was under- 
stood to mean some time around 
the middle of January. 

Hoffman’s demand was based on 
the assumption that the countries 
of western Europe can enjoy per- 
manent economic stability only if 
they eliminate trade _ barriers 
which now exist and thus provide 
one big market of 270 million cus- 
tomers which would permit low- 
scale mass production. 

U. S. Economy Cited. 

One of the essentials to creation 
of such a large single market 
would be a co-ordination of na- 
tional economic policies and prac- 
tices which would almost amount 
to unification. This in turn would 
involve a degree of political unifi- 
cation between the 19 different 
countries affected. 

Hoffman urged a trading sys- 
tem similar to that existing among 
the 48 states of the United States. 
He said economic integration with 
fewer trade restrictions meant the 
“formation of a single large mar- 
ket. within which quantitative re- 
strictions on movement of goods, 
monetary barriers to the flow of 
payments and, eventually all tar- 
iffs, are permanently swept away.” 

Failure to achieve economic 
unity, Hoffman warned, means 
“disaster for nations and poverty 
for peoples.” 

As Hoffman spoke, the OEEC 
council had on its agenda a 
British proposal for all member 
states to eliminate trade quotas 
on 50 per cent of their commerce 
with other members. The proposal 
was submitted yesterday by Sir 
Stafford Cripps, British Chancellor 
of the Exchequer. 

Statement by Hoffman. 

Following is the text of Hoff- 
man’s address: 

“It has been 15 months since I 
had the privilege of meeting with 
this council... In that period west- 
ern Europe has made truly amaz- 
ing progress in restoring its in- 
dustrial and agricultural produc- 
tion. That progress is the result 
of work, hard work, on the part 
of millions of Europeans, That is 
the human story behind the cold 
statistics of production increases. 

“We applaud the success of your 
efforts. We in the Economic Co- 
operation Administration, and you 
in the Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation, have come 
to know each other well. Through 
working with you toward our 
common objectives, we have come 
to hold the OEEC in high esteem, 
and our feeling toward its mem- 
bers is one of deep friendliness. 
I am delighted to be here, and I 
am pleased to note the presence 
of the representatives of the Ger- 
man republic as full partners in 
your organization. It is as an ad- 
miring friend of the OEEC that 
I speak to you today. 

“Since 1947, we have confounded 
both the Communists and the 
other cynics by proving, first, that 
together we could successfully 
start economic recovery in west- 
ern Europe; and, second, that we 
could join in laying the founda-

ATTAUK: FORMER 


U.S. Steel Board Head 
Became Lend-Lease 
Chief, Delegate to U.N., 
Rector of U. of Vir- 
ginia—49 Years Old. 


GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 31 
(AP)—Edward R. Stettinius Jr., 
wartime head of lend-lease and 
United States Secretary of State 
when the United Natiqgns came 
into being, died today af the age 
of 49. 

The white-haired, handsome 
Stettinius, former board chairman 
of the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation, was his country’s first U.N. 
delegate. He was named rector 
of the University of Virginia after 
leaving the U.N. post in 1946. 

He died at 7:30 a.m. at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Juan Trippe here, 
Mrs. Trippe is Stettinius’s sister. 
Her husband is head of Pan Amer- 
ican Airways. 

Stettinius had been convalescing 
from a heart attack last spring. 
He was stricken shortly after he 
arose and died within half an 
hour. 

Dr. C. Stanley Knapp, medical 
examiner, said death apparently 
resulted from two forms of heart 
ailment, coronary thrombosis 
(blood clot) and arterio sclerosis 
(hardening of the arteries). 

His wife and her mother, Mrs. 
W._S. Wallace, were with him 
when he died. The Trippes ‘vere 
staying at their Long Island home 
at East Hampton. 

Funeral services will be held at 
10 a.m. Wednesday in St. James’s 
Episcopal Church, New York. 

Stettinius lived with his fam- 
ily at the large Horseshoe Estate, 
near Orange, Va. 


STETTINIUS HEADED 
STEEL BOARD AT 37 


By the Associated Press. 

Edward R. Stettinius Jr. was a 
rich man’s son who went far by 
his knack of getting big jobs done 
quickly and by championing or- 
ganized labor. 

At 37, he was chairman of the 
board of the United States Steel 
Corp.; at 40, he was administrator 
of lend-lease aid in World War II; 
when he was 42, President Roose- 
velt named him Under Secretary 
of State—a surprise appointment. 

Second Youngest Secretary. 

Then the next year he was ad- 
vanced to Secretary of State to 
become, at 44, the second young- 
est man to hold that position. The 
only other secretary younger when 
appointed was Edmund Randolph, 
who served for a time under Pres- 
ident Washington. Randolph was 
41 when he took office in 1794. 

Stettinius succeeded the veteran 
Cordell Hull, who resigned after 
12 years because of ill health. He 
in turn resigned as Secretary of 
State in June 1945, to acept the 
U.N. post, and was succeeded by 
James F. Byrnes, 

A confirmed internatienalist, he 
served as permanent chairman of 
the Dumbarton Oaks security con- 
ference in Washington during the 
late summer of 1944. Earlier in 
the year he made a five-week tri 
to London for diplomatic confer- 
ences with high British officials. 


1943 for conferences with the for- 
eign secretaries of Russia, Britain 
and China, Stettinius served as 
acting Secretary of State. During 
Hull’s illness prior to his resigna- 
tion, Stettinius again was acting 
Secretary. 
Succeeded Sumner Welles. 

Before he entered the State De- 
partment, as successor to Sumner 
Welles, who had resigned, his 
public career had been marked 
by his two years in the lend-lease 
agency, a job he took over at the 
request of Harry L. Hopkins. 

In 1939 he had been chairman 
of the short-lived War Resources 
Board; also chairman of what 
eventually became the War Pro- 
duction Board. In these positions 
he was blamed by some politicians 
for failure to convert industry te 
war. Some New Dealers said he 
was too “big-business minded.” 

But he had his supporters and 
the President ignored the charges.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP) — 
Profits of American industry 
turned upward in the third quar- 
ter of this year for the first time 
in 12 months. 

They stand only slightly below 
the record high mark of a year 


ago, when third quarter earnings 
were the peak in the record year 
of 1948. 

An unusual feature of the third 
quarter was the substantial in- 
crease in earnings of automobile 
companies which offset a sharp 
decline in oil company profits. 

The compilation by the Assocli- 
ated Press of earnings reports of 
314 leading corporations in all 
major fields showed today a total 
net profit of $1,003,644,061 in the 
July-to-September quarter. 

Rise Over Second Quarter. 

That is 4.3 per cent higher than 
the total of $962,102,819 reported 
by the same corporations in the 
second quarter of this year. It is 
only 4.1 per cent lower than the 
$1,046,983,291 earned by these com- 
panies in the third quarter of 
1948. 

Corporate earnings slid lower in 
the final quarter of 1948 from 
their third-quarter peak, and the 
decline cointinued in the first and 
second quarters of this year. 

The upturn was not surprising 
to those who watched the reces- 
sion of early 1949 give way grad- 
ually to an economic recovery 
around mid-year. The present 
profit trend confirms that re- 
bound. 

Largely responsible for the over- 
all good showing are the earnings 
of two automobile companies. The 
increase in their earnings more 
than balanced the decline in 
profits shown by the oil com- 
panies. 

Chrysler and General Motors 
increased their earnings by more 
than $98,000,000 in the third quar- 
ter of this year over a year ago, 
while the earnings of 22 oil com- 
panies fell nearly $97,000,000 below 
the level of the third quarter of 
1948. 

A comparison of the third quar- 
ter of this year with the previous 
quarter shows the two automobile 
companies added more than $41, 
000,000 to their earnings, while 
the oil companies fell back by 
some $13,000,000. 

Out of the 24 principal groups 
of companies, only seven showed 
increases in earnings in the third 
quarter over a year ago, but 14 
of them increased their earnings 
in the third quarter over the 
second quarter. 

Groups Showing Increases. 

Groups advancing from year, to 
year included automobiles, utili- 
ties, chemical companies, air 
transport and aircraft, brewers

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Bethlehem Steel Corp. and the 
CIO United Steel Workers have 
agreed on terms to end their 
strike dispute, it was reported 
here today. 

This spectacular break in the 
ranks of the big steel companies, 
of which Bethlehem is second only 
to United States Steel Corp. 
makes it virtually certain that 
the whole national steel strike will 
be liquidated within a few days 
if the Bethlehem announcement 
is made. 

That announcement was expect- 
ed late this afternoon, at a press 
conference scheduled by CIO 
President Philip Murray. 

Observers here believed that ff 
the Bethlehem strike is officially 
ended, the other industry leaders 
will be forced to come to the same 
terms. 

Murray Enters Meeting. 

Murray went into conference 
with Bethlehem officials at 3:45 
p.m. He declined ,to say what an- 
nouncement might follow the ses- 
sion. Bethlehem officers also re- 
mained silent. 

At noon, the company’s public 
relations office in Bethlehem, Pa., 
announced: “We have no comment 
now.” The spokesman placed a 
strong emphasis on the word 
“now.” 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
said the settlement would grant 
workers $100-a-month free pene- 
sions. The reported terms include 
employe contributions of 2% cents 
an hour toward social insurance 
and hospitalization. That amount 
would be matched by the com-< 
pany, making a 5-cent program. 

(The new pension plan, persons 
close to the situation said, would 
cost the company approximately 
9 cents an hour per workers.) 

Bethlehem employs 80,000 worke 
ers in plants throughout the 
country. 

' Fact-Finders’ Proposal. 

The Presidential steel fact-finds 
ing board recomménded that the 
industry set up free pensions cost- 
ing 6 cents an hour and a social 
insurance program costing 4 cents 
an hour as the basis for negotiat~ 
ing a settlement of the steel dis 
pute.

AZUSA, Calif., Oct. 31 (AP)— 
The Santa Fe’s El! Capitan, lux- 
ury all-coach streamliner, jumped 
the tracks at .60 miles an hour 
yesterday. Only minor injuries 
were suffered by 17 passengers. 
The leading unit of the diesel 
locomotive overturned and caught 
fire as it hit a broken rail, Sev- 
eral hundred feet of track were 
plowed up and power lines were 
torn down, 

Five cars of the extra-fare Los 
Angeles to Chicago train left the 
rails. There were 206 passengers 
aboard the 15 coaches. Some of 
the passengers in the rear coaches 
of the streamliner were unaware 
of the derailment, feeling only a 
grinding stop. 

An eyewitness reported that the 
engine and cars “just seemed to 
float off the track.” Then, he 
added, great clouds of dust ob- 
scured everything. 

Dining car waiter William

persons at the counter when “the 
dishes started sliding.” 


“That,” he added, “is the time 
to get scared.” 

Engineer Henry Mayer of San 
Bernardino said he was traveling 
at 60 miles an hour and never 
saw the break. “You can feel 
them when you drop,” he ex- 
plained.

OF 2 CZECHS IN 
REPRISAL MOVE 


Action Follows Ouster of 
2 American Attaches 


From Embassy in 
Prague. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
The United States demanded to- 
day that Communist Czechoslo- 


®| vakia recall immediately a Czech 


official and an employe now in 
this country. 

They are Dr. Ervin Munk, con- 
sul general at New York, and Jan 
Horvath, housekeeper of the Czech 
embassy in Washington. 

The action was in apparent re- 
prisal for the recent ousting of 
two American attaches from. the 
embassy at Prague. However, in 
announcing the order, the State 
Department declined to give any 
explanation except that the two 
are both “persona no grata.” That 
means they are personally unac 
ceptable to this government. | 

The Czech Ambassador, Vladi- 
mir Outrata, asked for an appoint. 
ment with Under Secretary of 
State James E. Webb, presumably 
as a result of the action. 


State Department spokesman 
Michael J. McDermott said the 
request for recall went to the 
Czech Embassy Saturday. 


Last week the Communist- 
dominated Czech Government 
gave two United States Embassy 
attaches—Isaac Patch Jr. and 
John G. Heyn—24 hours to leave 
Czechoslovakia. An Embassy em. 
ploye, Samuel Meryn, also was are 
rested on a spy charge. 

McDermott would not say how 
long the two Czechs would be 
given to get out of this country. 
He called attention to the fmt 
that his formal statement used 
the word “immediately,” which of- 
ficials said “in such cases gener 
ally means as soon as possible.” 

Horvath, although listed offi- 
cially as an Embassy housekeeper, 
was said by diplomatic authorities 
“to be something more than a 
housekeeper.” These authorities 
indicated he is suspected of being 
a representative of the Czech Com- 
munist secret police. Records 
show he has been. attached to the 
Embassy since 1946. 

Munk came to Washington in 
March 1948, a few weeks efter 
Communists took control of the 
Czech Government. He was pre- 
viously an official of the Interior 
Ministry at Prague. Officials said 
the State Department has infor- 
mation that he has been associat- 
ing mostly with Communists in 
New York.

Strike Postponed. at Wholesale 
Grocer Firms After Conference 


‘Proposals Which May Lead to Settlement’ 
Are Discussed at Meeting With 
Federal Conciliator. 


The threatened strike of AFL 
warehouse employes at 16 whole- 
sale groceries in the city, sched- 
uled for today, was postponed fol- 
lowing a three-hour meeting yes- 


terday of negotiating committees 
with United States conciliators. 
Results of the conference will be 
reported to a meeting of the 400 
warehouse workers tonight, and 
another meeting of the negotiators 
with the conciliators will be held 
tomorrow “if necessary,” it was 
announced. 
“Proposals, which May lead to 
a settlement,” were. discussed yes- 
terday, Conciliator Roy L, Burton 
said. The warehouse workers, 
members of Local 688, Distribu- 
tion Workers, had voted, 2 to 1, 
for a strike to enforce wage de- 
mands. Details of the conference 
yesterday were not disclosed, Bur- 
ton stating that the talk “dealt 
largely with general terms and 
methods of possible settlement.” 


Negotiations became deadlocked 
last Friday over the union’s pro- 
posal to apply part of a wage in- 
crease to the: Labor Health Insti- 
tute. Employers, who offered an 
increase of 7% cents an hour, are 
reported to have insisted that all 
of it go toward wages. Richard 
Kavner, organizer for the union, 
which is an affiliate of the power- 
ful Teamsters’ Joint Council, 
argued that the union was en- 
titled to use part of the fund for 
health purposes. 

Union demands, originally call- 
ing for a rise of 25 cents an hour, 
were reduced through negotiation 
to 10 cents. Kavner said the dif- 
ference over the amount of the in- 
crease was subordinate to the 
Hea!th Institute issue. The aver- 
age wage of wholesale grocery 
warehouse employes is $1.40 an 
hour, or $56 a week. A strike 
would affect several thousand re- 
tail stores, except those of the 
Kroger Co. and A. & P.

Typical. 

More typical was a class of 63 
12-year-old boys in a crowded 
schoolroom furnished only with 
desks and chairs in the city of 
Wiesbaden. The teacher, who has 
had the same children for the last 
three years, explained that he had 
had the boys learn something 
about Goethe because this year is 
the 200th anniversary of the poet’s 
birth, and then demonstrated how 
he was attempting to educate for 
democracy—by rote. 


“What did Goethe teach us?” he 
asked, Several children, after 
eagerly waving their hands and 
snapping their fingers to attract 
the teacher’s attention, made false 
starts and gave up. “No, no,” the 
teacher said, “What did I tell you 
about Goethe?” 


Then he called on one boy who, 
prompted by his neighbor in what 
was intended to be a whisper but 
was Clearly audible throughout the 
room, replied, “The most impor- 
tant thing is that we are men.” 


While the teacher smiled en- 
couragingly, a number of voices 
added in succession, ‘It doesn’t 
matter whether a man is black 
or white”—“or a Frenchman or an 
Englishman”—“or Catholic or 
Protestant or Mohammedan.” “We 
are all children of God.” “We 
must get above the boundaries of 
states and be world citizens.” “We 
must learn comradeship.” 


Lives Set. 
The boys in that class were 
largely already destined for lives 
as workers or small shop-keepers, 
at the age of 12. Two years earlier, 
after the first four years of ele- 
mentary education, the “gifted” 
children, those supposed to have 
special ability but in fact usually 
the children of the highly placed 
and the well-to-do, had been weed- 


where, with similar educational 
methods, they learned only 
academic or scientific subjects 
necessary to pass a stiff state 
examination in order to enter a 
university. 


“The first four years are re- 
garded as a necessary evil of no 
importance by the upper class,” 
said Melvin L. McCoy, United 
States chief of elementary educa- 
tion for the state of Hesse. “When 
the four years are up, the chosen 
few, the ‘gifted,’ are treated like 
&@ rose among thorns, who are to 
be protected against the world 
and given the best education Ger- 
many can provide to fit them for 
their task of ruling Germany!” 


After the initial separation of 
the children has been made, it is 
extremely difficult for one of the 
“un-gifted” to enter any of the 
higher schools which are virtually 
the only road to fulfilling the re- 
quirements necessary to take a 
state examination for university 
entrance, he added. 


Allied efforts to break down 
that system, now limited in large 
measure by the coming into force 
of the Occupation Statute, could 
not begin until after the German 
schools had been opened again, a 
long process which required first 
through - going de-Nazification of 
the textbooks and the teachers, 
then finding space and teachers, 
and getting the pupils together 
again after the disorganization 
which followed the end of the war 
in Germany. 


Over-Crowded. 

The problems of over-crowding 
(many educational institutions 
now have at least twice as many 
students as they did before the 
war), of insufficient state funds 
to carry out needed reforms, and 
of over-age, inexperien¢ed and 
not enough teachers are still be- 
deviling Allied re-educators. 

The Russians have taken the 
most drastic steps te change 

German education, introducing 
study of Russian as a required 
subject and forcing teachers to 
instruct the children in Marx- 
ist interpretations of histery. 

Not far behind them are the 
French who, operating in their 
three small southern states on the 
principle that “the re-education of 
German youth cannot be left to 
the Germans,” have required the 
study of French, in. some cases as 
much as one hour a day, have de- 
termined curricula in many cases, 
and have stationed French teach-

Listing essential democratic 
qualities the French found to be 
missing among Germans, a French 
report said, “The objective is to 
develop among young people a 
critical sense, objectivity, the love 
of liberty and the spirit of toler- 
ance. It should be pointed out as 
often as possible that these bases 
of true democracy are not foreign 
importations but have been rec- 
ognized by the greatest German 
thinkers.” 

The Americans and the Brit- 
ish have fallen back on a policy 
of “advising, stimulating, whee- 
dling and scolding,” in the words 
of one United States report, and 
are concentrating on three ob- 
jectives of limited scope. 

To break down the caste struc- 
ture in German education and 
make it possible for poor chil- 
dren to go to higher schools, the 
British and the Americans are 
promoting free secondary school 
education, a principle which ap- 
parently has been widely accepted 
in Germany but has not been put 
into effect equally widely because 
of shortage of funds. 

As another first step toward 
democratization, the British and 
the Americans are trying to make 
the first six, instead of only the 
first four, years of education the 
same for all children. This very 
limited aim has been reduced to 
five years in many places and 
has been adopted in Hesse, to 
the indignation of many people. 
“Why should my ‘gifted’ child 
have to waste more time at an 
elementary school?” a young 
Frankfurt mother demanded. 
Teacher Training. 
The third goal, toward which 
almost no progress has been made 
thus far, is to improve the gen- 
éral level of teacher training and 
bridge what is now a deep chasm 
in training and social status be- 
tween elementary school teachers 
on one hand and high school and 
university teachers on the other. 
Elementary school teachers are 
paid much less than higher teach- 
ers and, Allied education experts 
add, have a much shorter and 
more slap-dash education than 
their more exalted colleagues. 
University and high schoo] teach- 
ers, on the other hand, have an 
education which, as one American 
re-educator expressed it, “makes 
them as sharp as a knife and 
just as narrow.” 
The problem of giving elemen- 
tary school teachers an adequate 
and a democratic education is 
particularly important because of 
their position as advisers to the 
general population in a _ wide 
variety of personal matters in 
villages and small towns. 

Hope of occupation officials is 
to convince the Germans to con- 
centrate the existing plethora of 
tiny, scattered and generally poor 
teacher training schools, and at- 
tach them to universities. The 
proposal has run into stiff oppo- 
sition from vested interests, and 
rom church and other groups 
which fear that the state would 
acquire too much influence in 
education if the move were made. 
In Bavaria, a special project 
has been set up, covering the 
entire county of Weilheim, to 
teach Bavarian teachers how to 
teach, and to find ways of spur- 
ring the interest of the general 
public in its school system, 


Faults Are Analyzed 
In an Official. Report. 


COMMITTEE composed prin- 
A civany of German educators, 
appointed by Sir Brian Robert- 
son, British High Commissioner 
for Germany, termed German 
universities a failure last Novem- 
ber. Its report criticized the uni- 
versities for taking no direct part 
in the affairs of the community 
or the nation, for failing to teach 
such social sciences as government 
and sociology; for restricting uni- 
versity education almost exclu- 
sively to the children of the upper 
class, and, most important, for 
over-specialization and too much 
“scholarship.” 
“The ivory tower over-valuation 


of pure knowledge and thought 


constitutes one of the great dan- 
gers for western culture, and 
particularly for the German aca- 
demic world,” the report said. 

“It is the duty of academically 
educated people to feel responsi- 
ble in a high degree for the 
shaping of our transition period, 
and for the preservation and 
propagation of the intrinsic val- 
ues of western culture. 

“Basic subjects such as philoso- 
phy, sociology, history, economics 
and psychology.are no longer a 
luxury for those whose goal is 
only to acquire a profession or 
a specialist calling, It is one of 
the duties of the university to 
prepare its students intellectually 
and morally for those problems of 
their surroundings which they are 
bound to meet in the course of 
their lives.” 8 

Among a number of recommen- 
dations made in the report, includ- 
ing introduction of technical and 
scientific subjects into academic 
universities, and academic sub- 
jects into technical universities, 
most important were establish- 
ment of at least one year of 
general education for all students, 
creation of professorships for 
social studies, and bringing uni- 
versities, and their students, out 
of their virtual isolation from the 
rest of German society. 

Adult Education. 

Adult education and refresher 
courses, virtually unknown in Ger- 
many, should be set up; lectures 
should be given by persons not 
members of the faculty; univer- 
sity councils representing all sec- 
tions of society should be estab- 
lished to serve much the same 
function as American boards of 
trustees, and such schools as the 
trade union schools which, with 
the help of some universities, al- 
ready are making it possible for 
a few workers to get a university 
education, should be encouraged 
and assisted by all universities, 
the report said. 

Some recommendations in the 
report are in the process of being 
put into effect. General education 
courses have been and are being 
introduced in many universities 
in Germany, and the University 
of Wuerzburg in Bavaria has set 
up a council representing various 
sections of society to advise it. 

One of the most far-reaching 
changes in the traditional pattern 
of the German university has been 
brought about by the fact that 
most students now must find jobs 
in order to pay their way. Some 
60 per cent of the students at the 
Technical University at Karlsruhe, 
for example, had full-time jobs 
during last summer’s vacation pe- 
riod, with the result that many 
of them, for the first time since 
early childhood, were having con- 
tact with the mass of Germans. 


Student Government. 

In addition, the by tradition 
irresponsible German university 
Students now have organized 
Strong student committees which 
are demanding a voice in the 
government of the universities and 
are shouldering the job of trying 
to find jobs and housing for stu- 
dents, and raise money for 
students from the eastern zone, 
many of whom have come to the 
west without funds in order to 
get a better education than is 
possible in the Russian-controlled 
universities in the east. 

Many individual teachers, occu-

Joy for Truman.

LTHOUGH racing bettors who 
fancy Greentree or Calumet 
Farms sometimes put their 
money on two horses of the same 
stable, a parlay on two members 


of the same family, for the gov- 


ernorships of two of the largest 
states in the union, is certainly a 
novel phenomenon in American 
politics. 


None the less, such a parlay is 


‘now entirely possible, on James 


Roosevelt for Governor of Califor- 
nia and Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt Jr. for Governor of New York. 
It must be added that the amount 
of pleasure this gives to the Tru- 
man Administration is so small as 
to be practically non-discernible. 


Powerful Backing for F.D.R. Jr. 


To get the extreme long shot 
out of the way first, young Frank- 
lin Roosevelt would hardly be a 
possibility for the New York gov- 
ernorship if he were anyone else, 
or if the Democratic party in New 
York contained many more mature 
contenders. In fact; however, he 
is who he is; he has established 
himself in national politics with 
his brilliant congressional cam- 
paign; and he has such powerful 
backers as the astute Ed Flynn 
of the Bronx. 


No one who has watched young 
Roosevelt’s energetic and sanguine 
approach to public life can doubt 
that he will seek the New York 
nomination if he has much chance 
to get it. Furthermore, he is 
likely to make a pretty good try 
at it. 

In his early thirties, Franklin 
Roosevelt is so perfected a poli- 
tician that he senses the vote-get- 
ting possibilities of any situation 
instinctively, as the old sailing- 
ship masters senséd the set of 
their sails from the mere sound 
of the wind in the rigging. Aside 
from Mayor O’Dwyer, his only 
strong rival in New York is Mayor 
Erastus Corning of Albany, an- 
other young, able and entirely up- 
right man, who nevertheless suf- 
fers the severe handicap of be- 
longing to the O’Connell organiza- 
tion. Thus no one can say that a 
Roosevelt in the New York gover- 
norship race next year is not a 
long-shot bet at least. 

California Situation. 
As for a Roosevelt in the fight 
for the California governorship, 
this is a grim probability which 
the White House has already re- 
luctantly faced. Life with an in- 
vidious comparison is never agree- 
able, and President Truman long 
ago lost whatever sentiment he 
may once have had about his 
predecessor. It is a drawback in

LONDON, Oct. 31. 


HEN the steel strike started in America at the beginning of the 
month, business men and bankers here could not conceal their 
nervousness. Would it check the improvement in business 


Would it initiate another downtrend in 
production, employment and prices and perhaps lead to a depression? 
Would that mean a decline in United States demand for world com- 


modities? 


And would that, in turn, wipe out any export benefits 


England might derive from devaluation? 


The London Financial Times, 
which speaks for a large section 
of informed opinion here, now 
notes the “apparent indifference 
of Wall Street” to the “deteriora- 
tion” in the labor situation. It 
goes on to say that United States 
investors and speculators must 
be assuming “labor troubles will 
apply only a temporary check to 
business recovery.” 


Capacity Versus Aspiration. 


British optimism about America 
may be explained by the British 
economy, itself. Here wants of 
all kinds still persist. There are 
housing shortages, food shortages, 
clothing chortages, automobile 
shortages. Business men com- 
plain they can’t raise capital to 
build new plants or install new 
machinery. If they have the cap- 
ital, they complain they can’t get 
government licenses to build. The 
nation’s capacity isn’t up to aspi- 
rations. 


Britons know, of course, that 
most’ American automobile com- 
panies are now going “out after 
orders, that premiums on new 
cars have virtually disappeared. 
They are conscious of the retool- 
ing for 1950 models now going on. 
But because their own *manufac- 
turers are compelled to export 
75 per cent of their production, 
British dealers have long waiting 
lists, It’s difficult to project the 
mind from the psychology of the 
sellers’ market here to a buyers’ 
market 3000 miles away. 


Because the strikes in coal and 
steel are basic, the consequences 
fan out into every rampart of the 
economy. The attendant disem- 
ployment has pulled down depart- 
ment store sales in Pittsburgh, 
Later on, 
automobile production will suffer; 
likewise steel fabrications of all 
types. And then, of course, the 
soft goods industries will feel the 
contraction in buying power, in 
spending. 

Zinc Is a Case in Point. 

Zinc provides an apt example 
of the way a strike penetrates to 
other industries. The steel gal- 
vanizing industry accounts for 
about 40 per cent of United States 
zinc consumption. At the first 
sign of a steel strike, shipments 
of zinc from the smelters fell. At 
the same time stocks rose. Zinc 
prices subsequently dropped. 

The fourth-round strike wave 
demonstrates anew that’ the 
United States has not yet achieved 
a workable method for dealing 
with labor - disputes directed, 
really, at the public. Strikes in 
coal or steel throttle all industry. 
They are not tests of strength 
of employer against employe, 
Rather they’re tests of the endur- 
ance of every one else. 

President Truman _ undoubtedly 
had that in mind when he first 
intervened in steel. He postponed 


the strike by appointing a Fact- 
Finding Board. After acrimonious 
hearings, the Fact- Finding Board 
made a report recommending a 
pension plan, payable in full by 
the companies, to the union. The 
companies demurred, insisted the 
workers must contribute to the 
scheme. 

Then President Truman de- 
clared that the findings seemed to 
afford a basis for settlement. 
Philip Murray, head of the union, 
interpreted that to mean that the 
President indorsed the report as 
is. He therefore demanded that 
the companies accept the recom- 
mendations. He couldn't let the 
President down any more than 
the President could let him down. 
Result: Strike and stalemate, 

The domestic economy is still 
strong. New houses started in 
September, at 100,000, were only 
300 short of the May 1948 peak. 
In contrast, last year at this time, 
residential construction was fall- 
ing sharply: Furthermore public 
works undertakings by federal, 
state, and local governments are 
still tending to rise. So, there’s a 
cushion against the decline in ex- 
penditures by industry in general 
—now that a good part of postwar 
expansion has been completed. 
Thus, it’s too soon to conclude 
that 1950 will usher in a major 
slump in the heavy industries and 
hence in the economy as a whole.

BOSTON, Oct. 31 (UP)—Assets 
of the Ford Motor Co. have 
reached a new high, $1,149,240,000, 
the company’s annual report fe- 
vealed .today. 

The figure was disclosed in the 
report for 1948, filed with the 
Massachusetts tax commissioner. 
Only twice previously, in Wwar- 
time 1943 and in 1947, did assets 
top the billion dollar mark. In 
1947 assets were $1,025,733,000. In 
1943 they were $1,009,092,488. 

The figures filed in Massachu- 
setts are the only dollar figures 
ever released publicly by the 
Ford organization and are issued 
under requirements of the Massa- 
chusetts. laws governing firms 
operating in the state. 

Surplus of the company in 1948 
also rose to a record high of 
$809,759,000, compared with $732, 
019,550 in 1947. Reserves last year 
rose to $23,054,000 from $20,247,000 
in 1947,

It is hard to believe that the St. Louis chap- 
ter of the American Academy of General Prac- 
tice will adopt the resolution against “socialized 
medicine” which has been submitted to it. The 
resolution, introduced by Dr. William F. Wagen- 
bach, would pledge the doctors not to partici- 
pate in any future governmental plan for medi- 
cal care. 

The Hippocratic oath does not make the prac- 
tice of medicine contingent on any particular 
economic arrangement. As a matter of fact, 
medical assistance was given te Greek citizens 


free of charge by physicians who were engaged - 


at fixed salaries covered by special taxes. No 
American medical reformer proposes anything 
as drastic as that. 

What makes the proposed pledge even more 
questionable is the sweeping way in which it 
forecloses the future. It does not particularize. 
In advance, it would commit the profession 
against any plan which might be covered by the 
vague term “socialized medicine,” no matter how 
sensible and attractive its provisions might be. 
This hardly represents the scientific attitude 
which makes no judgments until all the evidence 
is in. 

Over the week end, Senator Thomas and a 
number of other members of Congress expressed 
the opinion that national health legislation would 
be kept on the shelf during the next session. 
It needs more study, they said, The authors of 
the legislation, of course, never claimed that it 
was ideal. They hoped that it would be refined 
by debate. Here was the profession’s big chance 
to be co-operative. That chance is still alive. 
Will it be grasped by the A.M.A. in the next 
year, or will constructive medical legislation be 
left largely in the hands of laymen? 

More and more evidence piles up to show the 
need for reform. The latest bit is the report 
of the Garment Industry Medical Center here 
in St. Louis. Quite aside from the quantity and 
quality of the care it. has rendered is the cen- 
ter’s observation that many of its patients were 
not accustomed to receiving care and that few 
of them had ever been treated by specialists. 

That is a deplorable state of affairs which, 
in our opinion, a prosperous nation cannot tol- 
erate indefinitely. If the doctors do not take 
the lead in changing it, others certainly will try.

Bring on the 
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Ten Months Is Long Enough 


State’s Attorney Young of Fulton county in 
Illinois has a justified complaint against Gov. 
Stevenson and Attorney General Elliott. Mr. 
Young has put commercialized gambling out of 
business in his county, in accordance with the 
clean-up campaign in Illinois last year, only to 
find that gambling rackets are running in neigh- 
boring counties and offering inducements, such as 
free bus rides and low-priced meals to residents 
of Fulton county. 

A State’s Attorney like Mr. Young deserves 
support at Springfield.

Moreover, Europe has witnessed the not very 
encouraging results of the Benelux experiments. 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg have 
been playing around with a proposed approach 
to a customs union, but they have not gotten 
very far, due to the conflicting economic inter- 
ests of the three nations. There have been 
negotiations and some formal steps by France 
and Italy, too, but without far-reaching results. 

To make Europe a.single market would cause 
many industrial dislocations and temporary em- 
barrassments, But there is no doubt that if, by 
some sudden stroke, Europe should become free 
of trade restrictions, the old continent would 
begin to enjoy a prosperity which would bene- 
fit all nations. The classic example is the United 
States of America, where state lines are prac- 
tically non-existent so far as exchange of goods 
is concerned. 

Premier Attlee has said that Europe must 
federate or perish, and his words have been 
echoed by Winston Churchill, Paul . Spaak, 
Georges Bidault, Paul Reynaud and many oth- 
ers. As the Strasbourg conference showed, po- 
litical federation, however desirable, is a long 
way off; but in the meantime, a large measure 
of economic federation would help enormously 
to restore Europe.

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Two Halves of One Prejudice 


Does Jefferson Military College, at Washing- 
ton, Miss., deserve congratulations for turning 
down a $50,000,000 gift from George W. Arm- 
strong Sr., Texas oil man?

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Will Boston Do It? 


Is Hizzoner James Michael Curley to be re- 
tired to private life—or will he receive a new 
lease on Boston’s City Hall? This question is 
going to be decided in a few days by the com- 
munity which has already known this silver- 
tongued boss far too long. The result could be 
a heartening demonstration of a people’s will to 
take their municipal government back in their 
own hands. 

Curley has four opponents in the mayoral 
race, which is non-partisan and without a run- 
off. That is, if the field against him divides 
enough votes, he can be re-elected, even though 
he gets far fewer than half the votes cast. 
The prospect is that if he is beaten, it will be by 
John B. Hynes, who, as City Clerk, became 
Acting Mayor for the five months which Curley 
served in prison on a mail fraud charge. 

Hynes was an admirer and supporter of Cur- 
ley until 1937 when he backed Maurice J. To- 
bin, now Secretary of Labor in the Truman 
Cabinet. The Boston Herald’s political writer, 
W. E. Mullins, points out that the Tobin broth- 
ers owe a good deal to Hynes which they might 
pay back to his benefit now. One ofthe hand- 
icaps in the fight on Curley is that many thou- 
sands, who would be voting against him, long 
ago moved outside the city in order to get away 
from the Curley spoils and deals. 

It is possible, however, that a majority of the 
voters who live within Boston may decide they 
have had enough of 75-year-old Curley. The de- 
feats in recent years of tightly entrenched ma- 
chines in Tennessee, Illinois and other states 
—and cities—proves that the self-serving bosses 
can be booted onto the political ashdumps where 
they belong. 


58 Where 78 Grew Before 


St. Louis county went into the school con- 
solidation election Saturday with 78 separate 
school districts, voted to merge 23 of them into 
three larger ones, and came out with 58 dis- 
tricts. School patrons in the combined dis- 
tricts are to be congratulated. By agreeing to 
pool their civic enterprise and tax resources, 
they can almost surely look to better schools, or 
more economical schools, or both. 

Six other proposed consolidated districts 
were voted down. In consequence, there are still 
58 school districts in an area where the County 
Board of Education decided after long study 
that 23 would be enough. 

Despite the considerable progress in consoli- 
dation, many districts are still too small and 
financially weak to maintain first-class schools. 
The same thing is true elsewhere in the state, 
so it is still an open question whether the Leg- 
islature in the end will not need to provide pen- 
alties for refusal to consolidate, such as reduc- 
ing the amount of state aid to hold-out districts. 

For their own gain as well as to avoid this 
hazard of loss, those neighborhoods that turned 
down the proposed mergers cannot afford to 
count Saturday’s results as final. By saying 
“No” to one plan, they have assumed an obliga- 
tion to develop merger plans they like better.

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Nehru’s India, a Natural Ally

Prime Minister Nehru’s visit accentuates 
the recent and rapid flowering of relations 
between India and the United States. 
Never before have the two countries been 
linked by so many bonds as they are today. 


A record number of Indian students in 
this country are absorbing not only Ameri- 
can technology but more. generalized 
American approaches to life. In its pres- 
ent period of rehabilitation and develop- 
ment, India relies heavily on the United 
States for food 
stocks, capital goods 
and technical know- 
how. Americans at 
the same time are 
seeking trade oppor- 
tunities and study- 
ing the possibilities 
of investment in 
India. 

India’s efforts to 
evolve democratic 
political institutions 
are closely watched 
in this country not 
only because the 
new Indian constitu- 
tion, which is ex- 
pected to be adopted this month, draws 
much of its inspiration from British and 
American democratic concepts, but also 
because the ultimate success or failure of 
India’s political system will largely deter- 
mine how far Asia can develop along non- 
totalitarian lines, 


Sense of Mutual Interest 


The China debacle, moreover, has sharp- 
ened our awarenéss of the strategic inter- 
ests we have in common with India. So 
far India’s foreign policy has been an- 
chored to the concept of non-entanglement 
in great power controversies; yet both we 
and India are concerned with political 
stability and with the problems of but- 
tressing non-Communist Southern Asia. 


Such absorbing parallel problems are an 
entirely new feature of Indo-American re- 
lations, which extend back to the era of 
the clipper ships and the Madras governor- 
ship of Elihu Yale, whose financial ac- 
cumulations in India made possible his 
benefactions to a college in. the American 
colony of Connecticut. 


Since that era, trade and consular con- 
nections have been maintained, but until a 
half-dozen years ago the United States had 
no diplomatic representation in India. 
Problems of state were settled with Lon- 
don, not with Calcutta or New Delhi. 


Like the United States after 1776, India 
won its independence in 1947 only to find 
itself confronted with far more complex 
problems than the struggle for political 
freedom. 

The Punjab terror that accompanied the 
separation of Pakistan from India laid on 
the infant Indian government, as on the 
Pakistan regime, the burden of caring for 
and resettling 5,000,000 refugees. Contin- 
ued hysteria between Sikhs and Hindus, on 
the one side, and Muslims, on the other, 
cost the life of the national leader, Gandhi. 


Through Storm and Stress 
In the wake of World War II, the coun- 


untouchability, the uplift of depressed 
classes, the grant of increased rights to 
women, the redistribution of land and 
other reforms will help to mitodernize 
India. At the same time, however, the 
shift from social stability to social ferment 
can be very difficult for a government that 
is simultaneously faced with political oppo- 
sition from the Hinduistic and capitalist 
Right, the Socialist Left, Communist au- 
thoritarianism and aé variety of local 
movements with different aspirations. 


Under these circumstances, India might 
be considered a weak link in an interna- 
tional scheme. Yet, despite its towering 
difficulties, the Nehru government has 
made impressive advances during its first 
26 months. Inheriting a truncated admin- 
istrative structure in a condition of wide- 
spread anarchy, it re-established the rule 
of law and order, It has welded the coun- 
try together by merging more than 500 
previously separate princely states either 
into states’ unions or into neighboring 
provinces or into zones administered by 
the central government. 


Literacy and TVAs 


It has undertaken social reforms and 
mass education projects. To harness and 
develop natural ‘resources it is pushing 
ahead with several dozen river projects, 
the largest of which compare favorably 
with the Tennessee Valley Authority. 


In these enterprises and the development 
of a broader industrial base, India is 
frankly looking for aid where it can find 
it—and that means, to a substantial de- 
gree, the United States. 


After several shifts of policy, the Indian 
Government has decided to guarantee that 
foreign enterprise will have equal treat- 
ment with Indian concerns, as well as the 
privilege of withdrawing profits in dollars. 
Some foreign companies still feel re- 
stricted by Indian domestic regulations, 
and in a few such cases hope has been held 
out for special arrangements. Thus, al- 
though India has by no means a purely 
capitalist economy, it is seeking to attract 
more American capital. 


In the sphere of strategy, India’s inter- 
national position is already recognized. 
The successes of Chinese Communism 
leave India, along with Pakistan, the only 
large continental zone in Asia remaining 
outside the Red orbit. India’s leaders 
understand and approve the renascence 
that is occurring in the countries of South- 
ern Asia, and have led in the development 
of a regional consciousness. 


Peaceful Revolution for Asia 


Under the world-minded guidance of 
Prime Minister Nehru, however, the Indian 
leadership, like that of the United States, 
opposes further Communist political ex- 
pansion. Public policy in both countries 
supports the advance of the peoples of 
Asia by other means. In this process 
India, so long as it remains internally se- 
cure, is strategically placed to exercise 
far-reaching influence. 

United States interest and help are also 
important, for South Asia lacks the. devel- 
ped resources to accomplish the task

The Carriers of Gold 


U. S$. WEST, by Lucius Beebe and Charlies Clegg. 

(E. P. Dutton & Co., Inc., 320 pgs., $7.50.) 

“U. 8. West,” the “saga” of the Far West 
express-banking business of Wells Fargo & 
Co., is the successful effort of New York 
writer Lucius Beebe and Photographer 
Charles Clegg to put spice and color into 
a subject more often treated in dry, text- 
book manner. 

Chronicled are the troubles and triumphs 
of a company that grew to near monopoly 
proportions and certainly to tremendous 
power and importance by specializing in 
one thing’ handling gold and silver mined 
in California and Nevada after the gold 
rush of 1849, Although Wells Fargo 
eventually took to the rails, the most re- 
membered symbol of the company is the 
Concord stage pulled by six horses. It was 
on these that the firm sent its strong boxes 
with their impressive shipments of precious 
metals, and much of the book is concerned 
with the men who did it. 


The spice comes from details of the day~ 
to-day living in which Wells Fargo agents 
were an integral part. 
Such trivia as the 
count of one mining 
camp’s “fair but 
frail”—prostitutes on 
today’s police blot- 
ters—-the power of 
Piscos Punches and 
the cost of ice (ex« 
orbitant) to cool beer 
at camp saloons help 
to make up the moré 
vivid elements of thé 
book, 

Special attention is 
given to holdups of 
stages carrying 
Wells Fargo ship- 
ments, losses from which the company 
always made good. Charges for services 
must have been plenty high because the 
book notes that previously generous divi- 
dends were topped by one in 1910 of 200 
per cent in stock and 100 per cent in cash. 
This bonanga is described by the authors 
as the “most spectacular in financial his 
tory.” 

For all of the clever writing and read- 
ability of text, the two men intend their 
work as an accurate presentation of facts. 
Although previous books on this period of 
the West and on Wells Fargo have thor- 
oughly covered the field, the authors feel 
that their work is better arranged and pre- 
sents the story in a more orderly fashion, 


In this connection they have included 
250 illustrations, closely related to the text? 
They consist of maps, photographs, copies 
of posters, facsimiles and old prints. Their 
identification constitutes an interesting 
education in itself. 

The practice started by Beebe and Clegg 
in a preceding book (“Virginia & Truckee”) 
of contrasting photographs of boom towns 
of mining days as they appear in their 
desolation today is continued.

Not 6n Party Lines. 


What the new law has done is 
to expand the voluntary system to 
cover the whole population. About 
$5 a year will be added to each 
taxpayer's tax bill for health in- 
surance and this will meet about 
a third of the cost. The balance 
will come out of general tax reve- 
nue. 

While there was strong opposi- 
tion to making the system compul- 
sory, especially from the doctors, 
the decision was not taken entire- 
ly on party lines.

Because of the persistent and 
prolonged opposition to voluntary 
health insurance, we have had 
very little experience in this field. 
That means it would be all the 
more difficult in America, with 
its wide differences of geography 
and custom, to impose a uniform 
compulsory system. 


They Seem Radical, But— 


In Scandinavia they have 
learned through experimentation 
something that the British are dis- 
covering in the most costly fash- 
ion. To give drugs entirely free 
under a health insurance system 
is to risk bankrupting the system. 
They tried it in Norway and the 
cost skyrocketed. 

Similarly, experience here has 
indicated that you are asking too 
much of human nature if you 
make the service of the doctor 
entirely free. Experience has 
shown that if the individua] pays 
half of the cost of the first visit 
to a doctor and perhaps a frac- 
tion of the cost of the second and 
third visits, there will be fewer 
abuses. 

In Norway they have tried hard 
to preserve the doctor-patient re- 
lationship within the impersonal- 
ity of an insurance scheme. Thus 
the patient selects his own physi- 
cian and pays the doctor the fee. 
He is later reimbursed by the in- 
surance system, 


What About Costs? 


Reforms here in this northern 
welfare zone often seem radical, 
but they can almost always be 
traced to carefully calculated so- 
cial policy. Every mother in 
Sweden is paid $50 a year for ev- 
ery child under 16-years of age. 
Most mothers and children are 
given vacation allowances by the 
state. Such laws have their origin 
in the fact that before the war 
Sweden’s birth rate was declining 
so rapidly there would soon be too 
few people to carry on in a coun- 
try of this size. 

Most of the opposition is on the 
score of cost, and that is particu- 
larly true, as in America, of the 
compulsory health insurance plan. 
The powerful employers’ organiza- 
tion charged that the Government 
had failed to make anything like 
an accurate calculation of the cost 
of the scheme. But here they can 
at least come closer to knowing 
the cost, since for so long they 
have been experimenting with 


ways and means for curing the 
ills that beset human society.

An exhibition of portraits by 
James B. Fisher Jr., who teaches 
art at Country Day School and 
People’s Art Center, opened today 
at Junior League headquarters, 
4932 Maryland avenue.

Mrs. Streett’s portrait exempli- 
fies the artist’s earlier glaze tech- 
nique, pigment being applied in 
layers with each given a month 
to dry. In the newer work he 
uses a combination of glazing and 
direct painting with special inter- 
est, he said, in interpreting per- 
sonality through color.

HANDICAPPED OFF 
JOB LESS IN SURVEY 
THAN ABLE-BODIED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31 (AP)— 
The Civil Service Commission 
said today that in a recent test 
survey 11 physically-handicapped 
Government workers at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., had better work rec- 
ords than 11 able-bodied employes, 
chosen at random. 


The performances of the two 
groups have been compared since 
the first of the year, the commis- 
sion said. 

The 11 able-bodied workers 
missed work 27 times, the handi- 
capped employes 21 times. Only 
three handicapped employes lost 
time from work due to minor 
accidents, such as cuts and 
bruises. They lost 25 hours, of 
which 23 were reported by one 
man. Six members of the physi- 
cally fit group lost time, a total 
of 16 hours. 

What were the handicaps? Two 
workers were 95 per cent blind, 
two were blind in one eye, three 
were one-legged, three had lost a 
hand, both arms or one arm, and 
the other was wounded in the 
stomach during the war.

Ducks in Illinois 
Are Four Times 
More Numerous 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, ‘Oct. 31 
(UP)—Duck and pheasant hunt- 
ing ought to be “exceptionally 
good” in Illinois this year, accord- 
ing to the State Conservation 
Department. 

The department said surveys 
have shown that the pheasant 
hatch has been better than aver- 
age, and that ducks are four times 
as plentiful in the Illinois river 
valley this year than last. 

The duck season opens Friday 
at noon, and the pheasant season 
at noon, Nov, 11. 

Not only has the pheasant 
hatch been good, the department 
said, but good weather has re- 
sulted in the harvesting of corn 
and soybeans before the season 
opens. That usually makes for 
better pheasant hunting. 

Surveys showed that six coun- 
tles—Boone, DeKalb, Ford, Liv- 
ingston, McHenry and Stephenson 
—produce about half the state 
pheasant crop, and the depart- 
ment said “excellent shooting” can 
be expected in those counties this 
year. 

As for ducks, a census taken be- 
tween Meredosia and Bureau, in 
the Illinois river valley, showed a 
“great influx of waterfowl” last 
weekend, bringing the total in 
that area to 442000, Last year 
at this time there were 101,000 
ducks in that area. 

Along the Mississippi river, be- 
tween Rock Island and Grafton, 
the department estimated that 
there are 146,000 ducks. Greatest 
concentrations are near Keokuk 
and Nauvo.

Jap Power Groups Try to Use 
Chinese Situation for Own Gain 


Capitalizing on Communist Successes in 
Struggle for Domestic Control and In- 
ternational Influence.

TOKYO, Oct. 31 gh nay 
nese of many sorts are trying to 
capitalize for their own benefit 
on the Communist successes in 
China. 

Large numbers of Japanese fear 
a Red China will be a continuous 
threat to Japan, but there is less 
outward nervousness than in the 
Philippines. The Japanese gener- 
ally believe the United States will 
protect them. 

Their real concern is shown by 
the intentness with which all 
power groups are trying to use 
Red Ching as a means of consoli- 
dating their own domestic control 
and international influence. In 
Japan power groups make policy 
and, if necessary, mould public | 
opinion to fit it. 
| Jap Reds Suffer Setback. 
| In the first round of the domes- 
| tic struggle, the Japanese Com- 
'munists lost heavily. They appar- 
‘ently were partly testing the ef- 
fects of Red China successes 
when they began their fight 
against the occupation-supported 
efforts to reduce bloated payrolls 
of the railroads and other Govern- 
ment enterprises last spring and 
summer. 

An official was assassinated, a 
train was derailed and greater vio- 
lence appeared imminent. The 
public generally attributed these 
excesses to the Communists, al- 
though nothing has been proved. 

As a result, the Communists lost 
considerable “face” and subsided 
|into an unusual surface quiet. 

At the sarce time, anti-Com- 
munist groups *terped up and have 
made some striking success in 
regaining control of several key 
unions with more than 1,000,000 
members.

| tions. 

| Any curb on such trade will not 
stem from ideological differences, 
as far as the Japanese are con- 
cerned. It will depend on Ameri- 
can and Communist policies and 
on economic considerations. 

The Japanese Communists, al- 
though lying low at present, hope 
to serve as a funnel for Japan- 
China trade, both for profit and 
for political prestige. 

Japan's national political plan- 
ners, for their part, are looking 
to China for long-range Japanese 
self-sufficiency. They also are us- 
ing the situation to underscore 
their repeated efforts to increase 
Japan’s prestige as a western bul- 
wark. 

Attitude of U.S. Officials, 

| American officials regard the 
mainland situation generally with 
considerable concern. They are 
sitting on what could become an 
exposed outpost. The Army has 
made it plain, however, that the 
rather sizable American forces in 
Japan will remain here. 

As long as the American Army 
does remain, Japan can forget 
many of the worries it would have 
if it were an autonomous nation 
obligated to defend itself. The full 
impact of Red China on this near 
neighbor, is not likely to be felt 
while Japan is under an occupa- 
tion that is strong enough to pre- 
vent the Communists from mak- 
ing a frontal attack, even politi- 
| cally, 

Japan nevertheless is bound to 
be affected eventually by deveiop- 
'ments in a nation whose destiny 
it tried to guide and which in 
turn has had so great a part in 
Japan’s own destiny.

“That is why each of us has a 
duty to participate — actively — in 
the religious life of his commu- 
nity and to support generously 
his own religious institutions.”: 

The President’s broadcast was 
part of the program, “Religion 
in American Life,” sponsored by 
the Federal Council of Churches, 
the Synagogue Council of America 
and 18 other religious bodies. 

Truman said the basic source of 
America’s strength as a nation 
is spiritual.

OLIVER, Ga, Oct. 31 (UP)—A 
105-year-old former slave was bur- 
ied here today, and with him went 
the last living memory of a 
Georgia community that became 
a ghbdst town after it was cursed 
by an eccentric clergyman. “Un- 
cle” Richarc Bryant, who died 
here Friday, was the last sur- 
vivor of ‘ill-fated Jacksonboro, Ga. 

Jacksonboro was the seat of 

Screven county and a thriving 
town when Lorenzo Dow, an itin- 
erant evangelist, arrived in 1820. 
The Rev. Mr. Dow didn’t find the 
town to his liking and his denun- 
ciations of the “riotous living” 
there were too much for the citi- 
zens. 
They ordered him to move on. 
As he left, the preached turned 
and delivered a curse on Jackson- 
boro, predicting that the whole 
town would disappear except for 
the home of Seaborn Goodall, who 
had showed the clergyman hos- 
pitality. 

By the time Richard Bryant was 
born in 1844, Jacksonboro was 
shrinking and gradually disap- 
pearing. It was that year that the

Tc all human diseases is 

fear,” says a distinguished 
physician. 

A well-known psychologist de- 
clares that fear is the most dis- 
integrating enemy of human per- 
sonality. — 

Obviously these scientific men 
are referring not to normal but 
to abnormal fear. Normal fear 
is both necessary and desirable. 
It is a mechanism designed for 
our protection. Without normal 
fear a person would be lacking 
ordinary and sensible caution. 

The line of distinction between 
normal and abnormal fear is very 
finely drawn. Abnormal fear dis- 
turbs your days and haunts your 
nights. It is a center and source 
of complexes. It tangles the mind 
with obsessions. It draws off ener- 
gies, destroys inner peace, blocks 
power, It reduces one to ineffec- 
tiveness and frustrates ambitions. 


But you can be free from such 
fear. ABNORMAL FEAR CAN 
BE CURED. In this chapter we 
shall outline a cure that will work 
if you will work it. 

A doctor, in boyhood, developed 
a fear psychosis. It grew upon 
him until by the time he entered 
medical school it was drawing off 
the energies of ,yhis mind so much 
that it was only by Herculean 
efforts that he was able to do 
his work. It put an abnormal 
strain on his energies which left 
him weak and ineffective. 


Finally he consulted one of his 
medical teachers. The older phy- 
sician, a wise and kindly man, di- 
rected the young student to a 
Healer who, as he cleverly said, 
“keeps office in the New Testa- 
ment.” 

“I followed my teacher’s sug- 
gestion,” he declared, “and that 
Physician gave me a medicine 
which made me well.” 

And what was this medicine? It 
was not a liquid in a bottle, nor 
was it compounded as a pellet, 
but it was in the form of words. 
It was that potent combination of 
words called a Biblical text. “For 
God hath not given us the spirit 
of fear; but of power, and of love, 
and of a sound mind.”

healing potency penetrated and 
infiltrated into my mind and in 
due course deliverance came, fol- 
lowed by a strange sense of 
peace.” 

But what is the “medicine” that 
is compounded in these words? 
What 
power? The only power that can 
counteract fear is the power of 
faith. Faith is ordinarily thought 
of as theological, as the accept- 
ance of a creed, 

But there is another meaning 
to faith. It is something alive and 
active. It is a vital substance like 
sunlight, like the violet ray, like 
the growth of our beings. Faith 
is not only theological, but also 
acts as a medicine. ‘That is to 
say, it is a healing property for 
the mind, the soul, and often the 
body as well. 

By reason of its superior power, 
faith drives fear out and takes 
possession. 

The mind having been cleansed, 
the center of infection heals rap- 
idijy until a normal condition 
again prevails. This may be a 
curious way of describing the ef- 
fect of faith in the mind, but this 
concept of faith as a vital healing 
agent has worked for sq many 
that its validity is proven.

Playing Canastato Win

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INCE the principal object in 
S canasta is to score by melding, 

and since the melding possibili- 
ties increase when you have more 
cards in your hand, a player does 
not often reduce his hand tc three 
or four cards, not even for the 
purpose of making the initia] meld 
for his side. 

When a player does willingly 
reduce the number of cards .to 
so low & level, his partner should 
assume that the purpose is to go 
out as fast as possible. 

For example, the opponents have 
taken a lead of 1900 to your 500 
in the first deal. Early in the play 
of the second deal, your partner 
iunelds 6-€-6-2 and 7-7-7, reducing 
Nimself to four cards in order to 
meld the bare 50-point minimum. 
When your turn comes and you 
have drawn, your han : 


Your partner would not have 


melded, at such sacrifice, if he 
were not close to going out and 
wanted to do so, catching the op- 
ponents with a minus score for 
their unmelded cards and their 
red threes (of which they have 
two). To go out, your side needs 
a canasta. So instead of using 
your wild deuce with your kings, 
you should add your six plus your 
deuce to your partner’s sixes, and 
meld your fours, and then discard 
(the 10 or the nine, whichever you 
consider safer). This will give 
you a canasta of sixes if your part- 
ner can add just one wild card, 
and perhaps then he can go out. 


Question: What is a prize pile? 
Answer: In Argentina, where 
the game originated, when the 
discard pile contains a red three 
or a wild card it is called a prize 
pile. Americans, for some reason, 
more often call it “frozen.” 
Question: A player asks his part- 
ner, “May I go out?” His partner 
says “No,” but the player melds 
out anyway. What is the penalty? 
Answer: The same as for any 
other illegal meld: The offender 
may meld as many of his cards as 
he can without going out, and his 
remaining card or cards become 
penalty cards and must be dis 
carded one by one, unless and 
until in a subsequent turn the

Before you get into 
bed, throw up the windows, fill 
the room with fresh air, take a 
half dozen deep breaths, inhale 
and exhale deeply, slowly. Deep 
breathing has a powerful effect on 
reducing tension. Then get into 
bed and again practice the for- 
mula of relaxation. 


“Then close your eyes and pray, 
‘Lord, we had a great day togeth- 
er. I wasn’t afraid because You 
were with me all day long. We 
made some decisions and they 
must be all right for You helped 
me make them. Now You will be 
with me in the darkness to watch 
over me.

“What advice does psychology of- 
fer to book salesmen?” 


First, omit the childish appeals 


to sympathy now so often used by 
magazine salesmen. 

Don’t beg for a sale! And don’t 
focus attention on your desire to reach a certain quota to 
win a college scholarship! 

Stick to real salesmanship. It is a standard book selling 
technique to employ the “centers of influence” method. Betty 
already demonstrated it even on me by saying that outstanding 
educators have already indorsed her books.

IN THE SPECIFIC TOWN where she will locate, her 
first job will be to get endorsements from local centers of 
influence, such as the superintendent of the schools, plus 
teachets, prominent clergymen and doctors. 

Then she will probably open her interview via the parental 
love route, by “dropping in té discuss Johnny's school work.” 

Having previously obtained the name of Johnny's teacher, 
she will be able to refer to specific people and school situations, 
which will of themselves help indorse herself and her personal

“Applicants are referred to us 
by employers, schools, community 
agencies, ministers, physicians,” 
says Julia Alsberg, little, dark 
haired, crisply efficient director of 
“But many come to 
us on the recommendation of 
former applicants, our ‘satisfied 
customers’.” . 

A pioneer in the counselirig field, 
the Red Cross service, in the St. 
Louis chapter building, 3414 Lin- 
dell boulevard, has been under 
Miss Alsberg’s direction for 21 
years. When she took over, the 
department consisted of herself 
and a secretary, Leah Kelly, also 
still with the Red Cross. Now 
there is a staff of 13, including 
case workers to interview appli- 
cants and psychologists to give 
tests. The only community voca- 
tional guidance service in St. 
Louis, it is also of interest in other 
areas because it is the only Red 
Cross sponsored vocational set-up 


in the country. 


Along with impressive records, 
workers at the guidance service 
have an impressive philosophy 
about the type of aid they offer. 

“Counseling is a growing proc- 
ess,” they tell you. “The person 
is bound to grow, if you are really 
helping him.” 

“Our attitude toward our work 
is governed by one fact,” Miss 
Alsberg adds. “The large percent- 
age of our applicants are between 
18 and 25 years of age. Many of 
them will work 35 or more years, 
Seven or eight hours a day. The 
largest part of their life will be 
spent at work; consequently, it’s 
important to help them find an 
occupation in which there’s the 
greatest opportunity for success 
and satisfaction.” 


The method used is called the 
“Nine-Step Process,” and consists 
of a series of visits between appli- 
cant and counselor, talks in which 
the customary early shyness is 
broken down, and the applicant 
thinks and talks about what work 
he’d like to do. Background, train- 
ing, physical limitations, interests, 
ambitions, likes—and even more 
important, dislikes—are discussed. 
Schools and former employers are 
visited. 

“We want to find out what kind 
of person he is,” Miss Alsberg 
says. “Is he a lone wolf ar a 
mixer? Some people have to work 
as teamworkers. Others are hap- 
pier in jobs that are solitary. Can 
he accept authority? Some people 
don’t like it, others don’t mind jt, 
but in a job requiring close supér- 
Vision, it makes a difference.” 

Tests are the next step in coun- 
seling, a wide range of tests de- 
pending on the person being test- 
ed, There are routine intelligence 
examinations, oral and written. 
Clerical tests, tests for manual 
and mechanical dexterity all the 
way from the simplest kind to 
elaborate emgineering and phys- 
ical science tests. « 


Amy Dudley, one of the psychol-

MONG the state amendments

come up on election day, there 
ig*one in a nearby state which I 
hope will go through. New Jersey 
citizens will be asked to approve 
a $25,000,000 bond issue to bring 
their state institutions out of a 
very inadequate and overcrowded 
condition. No new taxes will be 
necessary to pay the cost of the 
issue, since their 1949 state Legis- 
lature, in unanimously decreeing 
that the question should go on the 
November ballot, also pledged the 
revenue from state liquor taxes 
to pay the costs. 

New Jersey’s situation must be 
duplicated in many other states 
which have old institutions and 
whose current revenues have 
barely paid for the current oper- 
ating expenses and the most 
pressing repairs. With the in- 
crease in population in our coun- 
try, state institutions are bound 
to become so overcrowded that no 
program of real rehabilitation can 
be eeeeney —— on, 


IN NEW JERSEY, for instance, 
they have a century-old prison 
whose main building dates from 
1835, Its capacity is 1150 people, 
but at present it houses 1538, 
which means that three or four 


are sometimes placed in one cell. 
Under these conditions you May 
find a youthful first -offender 
placed with an old and hardened 
criminal, thus acquiring more 
harm than good in prison. No pro- 
gram for reform can be carried 
out in such overcrowded condi- 
tions. 

This same overcrowding exists 
in the mental hospitals of the 
state and in the four institutions 
for the feeble-minded. In the latter 
case, perhaps the worst feature is 
the fact that at the end of the 
last fiscal year there were 564 
feeble-minded children in the com- 
munity awaiting placement in the 
schools for the feeble-minded. This 
is serious in families where the 
mentally deficient child must be 
kept with the normal children.

IN MANY OF THESE institu- 
tions, too, there are real fire 
hazards. 

Buildings are old and fram- 
shackle in one institution for epi- 
leptics in this state. A tragedy 
might easily occur if a fire broke 
out where these afflicted people 
are sleeping in overcrowded wards. 

It is a strange thing, as has 
sometimes been observed, that 
states require private institutions 


to live up to certain standards, 
yet at the same time they permit 
in state institutions sub-standard 
conditions that injure the pa-

It also lifted the 
bar on older employes, proved that 
their absentee and production rec- 
ords were good, and enabled the 
service to take off the 45-year-old 
top age limit it once had. 

“We start at age 14 as some 
youngsters go to work at 16,” Miss 
Alsberg says. “Those children used 
to go to academic high schools for 
two years and at the end of that 
time go into jobs as delivery boys 
or other dead end jobs. Now we 
direct them to technical schools 
to learn trades.” 

Not all the youngsters are from 
low economic levels. Some are 
from privileged families and often 
the most privileged have the most 
trouble selecting a vocation. Two 
girls from a well-to-do family are 
now, being tested to narrow down 
their too-numerous interests and 
talents. 

A former social worker, Miss 
Alsberg, first became interested 
in vocational problems when she 
worked in a community where 
families suffered from industrial 
“lay-offs.” She tried to dovetail 
work periods in that area and has 
continued to believe that “unless 
you can solve economic problems, 
you can’t help people.” It is a 
great source of satisfaction to her 
when she receives letters like a 
recent one which had the post- 
script: 

“You have no idea how wonder- 
ful it is to have my husband 
come home full of enthusiasm and 
interest for his job. He is so happy 
with his work and our lives are 
full of learning and growing. He 
has confidence in himself and the 
zest and ambition to continue 
learning. And it is all thanks to 
you.”

The wager was not based on the 
play from the very heginning—it 
Was conceded that West had a 
very difficult choice of Jeads, and 
the play up to and including trick 
four was “accepted” by the two 
bettors. This play was: 

West opened the diamond five. 
Dummy ducked and East won with 
the queen. East returned the 
spade five; South played low, and 
West won with the jack. West 
then led the diamond king, and 
after being permitted to hold the 
trick, shifted back to spades, lay- 
ing down the king. South took 
this trick—and the outcome was 
a one-trick set of the contract. 
Then came the wager. 

The player who bet that the 
hand could be made, from the 
point in question, collected the 
money. Replaying the cards, he 
simply allowed West to. win the 
trick with his spade king! The 
position now was: South held: 

AT @K987 $106 &K. West held: 

2 9J104 J 1086. Dummy 
held: No spades $A5 @AS @AQ752. 
East held: $@Q10 $Q632 no dia- 
monds 943. 

It does not matter what West 
leads after winning the spade king 
—let’s assume the diamond jack. 
Dummy wins, South unblocking 
his ten. South now leads a club 
to his blank king and cashes the 
spade ace, on which dummy dis- 
cards a club. Now South leads 
the diamond to dummy and cashes 
the two high clubs. This squeezes 
East! The latter must either sur- 
render his heart stopper, or by 
ditching the high spade, permit 
South to cash the spade seven.
